Resident  Benson  said  the  Lord  has 


set  an  unmistakable  standard  of  sex¬ 
ual  purity  from  the  beginning  of  time. 
“He  (the  Lord)  delights  in  chastity,” 
he  said. 

“The  law  of  chastity  is  a  principle  of 
eternal  significance.  We  must  not  be 
swayed  by  the  many  voices  of  the 
world.  We  must  listen  to  the  voice  of 
the  Lord  and  then  determine  that  we 
will  set  our  feet  irrevocably  upon  the 
path  he  has  marked.” 

He  said  the  world  is  already  begin¬ 
ning  to  reap  the  consequences  of  its 
immorality. 

As  an  example,  President  Benson 


said  the  Secretary  of  the  Department 
of  Health  and  Human  Resources  of 
the  United  States  has  recently 
warned  that  if  a  cure  for  AIDS  is  not 
found  quickly,  AIDS  could  become  a 
worldwide  epidemic  that  “will  dwarf 
such  earlier  medical  disasters  as  the 
black  plague,  smallpox  and  typhoid. 

“As  the  world  seeks  solutions  for 
this  disease  ...  they  look  everywhere 
but  to  the  law  of  the  Lord,”  President 
Benson  said. 

There  are  numerous  public  and  pri¬ 
vate  agencies  trying  to  combat  AIDS 
“and  we  commend  those  efforts,”  he 


said.  “But  why  is  it  we  rarely  hear 
anyone  calling  for  a  return  to 
chastity,  for  a  commitment  to  virtue 
and  fidelity?” 

He  said  many  people  fall  into  sexual 
sin  in  an  attempt  to  fulfill  basic  human 
needs. 

“We  all  have  a  need  to  feel  loved 
and  worthwhile,”  he  said.  “Knowing 
this,  Satan  often  lures  people  into  im¬ 
morality  by  playing  on  their  basic 
needs.  He  promises  pleasure,  happi¬ 
ness  and  fulfillment.” 

But  President  Benson  said  this  is

Iran  has  lobbed  more  than  30  mis¬ 
siles  into  this  city  of  5  million  people 
and  dozens  more  have  hit  other  cities. 

The  official  radio  quoted  a  military 
spokesman  as  saying:  “It  is  our  right 
and  duty  to  respond  to  this  ugly 
crime.”  He  said  Iran  had  “declared  a 
war  of  the  cities  and  so  it  shall  be.  It  is 
time  for  revenge.” 

Iraq  has  threatened  to  “flatten 
Tehran  and  other  cities”  because  of 
Iranian  shelling  of  border  towns,  and 
claims  to  have  new  long-range  mis¬ 
siles  that  can  reach  the  Iranian  capi¬ 
tal. 

Iran’s  official  Islamic  Republic 
News  Agency  said  the  missile  was 
aimed  at  the  Iraqi  Defense  Ministry 
in  revenge  for  an  air  raid  Monday  in 
Lorestan,  a  western  province  where 
it  said  a  school  was  bombed. 

The  Iraqi  News  Agency  quoted  the 
military  spokesman,  who  as  usual  was 
not  identified,  as  saying:  “The  Irani¬ 
ans  have  exposed  their  lies  by  making 
such  a  statement,  for  the  primary 
school  they  hit,  where  a  number  of 
pupils  met  martyrdom,  was  very  far 
from  the  Iraqi  Ministry  of  Defense.” 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  Rea¬ 
gan  administration  bypassed  normal 
Pentagon  channels  when  it  decided  to 
sell  weapons  to  Iran  and  failed  to  get 
the  military’s  assessment  on  the  im¬ 
pact  of  those  sales  on  the  Iran-Iraq 
war,  the  nation’s  top  uniformed  offi¬ 
cer  has  told  Congress. 

Adm.  William  J.  Crowe  Jr.,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Joint  Chiefs  of  Staff,  said 
he  did  not  learn  about  the  arms  sales 
until  at  least  five  months  after  Presi¬ 
dent  Reagan  approved  them  in  Janu¬ 
ary  1986. 

When  he  eventually  asked  Defense 


Secretary  Caspar  Weinberger  about 
the  sales,  Crowe  said,  Weinberger 
replied  that  “it  was  his  understanding 
that  a  conscious  decision  had  been 
made  that  it  was  not  a  military  mat¬ 
ter,  so  it  was  not  necessary  to  bring  in 
the  military.” 

The  weapons  were  transferred 
from  Defense  Department  stocks  to 
the  CIA,  which  helped  get  them  to 
Iran. 

The  admiral  made  the  statements 
to  congressional  Iran-Contra  investi¬ 
gators  in  a  deposition  last  June.  It 
was  made  public  Tuesday  by  the  Iran- 


Contra  committees,  now  preparing  to 
issue  their  report  on  the  affair  later 
this  month. 

Crowe  said  he  and  Weinberger 
“both  agreed  that  the  commander-in- 
chief  of  the  United  States  can  do  what 
he  wants  to  do.  ...  Whether  it  is  wise 
or  not  is  a  separate  question.” 

Crowe  said,  too,  that  no  active- 
duty  military  officer  should  lead  the 
National  Security  Council.  He  did  not 
refer  by  name  to  newly  retired  Rear 
Adm.  John  M.  Poindexter,  who,  as 
Reagan’s  national  security  adviser, 
headed  the  council  during  much  of  the 


Iran-Contra  affair,  in  which  profits 
from  the  Iran  arms  sales  were  di¬ 
verted  to  support  Nicaraguan  rebels. 

But  Crowe  added  there  was  no  way 
to  write  rules  that  could  offer  an  iron¬ 
clad  guarantee  against  future  prob¬ 
lems. 

Crowe  said  he  had  concerns  about 
military  personnel  willing  to  provide 
advice  in  order  to  keep  a  covert  action 
restricted  to  a  closed  circle  of  people. 
He  said  those  officials  represented 
themselves  as  defense  experts  but 
“didn’t  have  the  means”  to  give  solid 
or  complete  advice. 


UVCC  president  under  investigation

i  Tuesday's  rainstorm  didn't  dampen  this  water-lover's  enthu¬ 
siasm  for  plodding  barefoot  through  the  puddles. 


Alleged  excessive  expenditures  of  college  funds 
have  prompted  the  Utah  Board  of  Regents  to  in¬ 
vestigate  Orem’s  Utah  Valley  Community  College 
President  J.  Marvin  Higbee. 

Board  of  Regents  spokeswoman  Vicki  Varela 
said  because  of  allegations  made  by  the  Deseret 
News  Friday  concerning  Higbee  and  his  use  of 
college  funds,  the  regents  are  very  concerned. 

“We  don’t  know  if  there  have  been  any  viola¬ 
tions.  There  are  no  indications  of  violation,  but 
once  the  regents  look  at  all  of  the  facts  we’ll  find  out 
if  there  was  a  violation  or  not,”  said  Gilbert  Cook, 
assistant  to  the  president  for  college  relations  at 
UVCC. 

The  Deseret  News  alleged  last  Friday  that  Hig¬ 
bee  misused  college  funds  by  making  long-distance 
personal  calls,  putting  lavish  additions  on  his  new 
home,  constructing  a  $60,000  conference  room  at 
the  college  and  letting  his  family  misuse  their  privi¬ 
leges  at  a  local  country  club. 

These  alleged  misuses  of  college  funds  have 
mounted  into  thousands  of  dollars,  according  to  the 
Deseret  News. 

Following  a  preliminary  report  on  Friday,  Greg 
Fisher,  internal  auditor  for  the  Board  of  Regents 


was  sent  to  UVCC  to  conduct  an  audit  investigat¬ 
ing  possibly  excessive  expenditures  of  college 
funds,  said  Varela. 

College  presidents  are  given  certain  things  to 
entertain  and  help  promote  the  school.  The  state 
has  been  very  liberal  with  that  money.  The  policy  is 
really  not  well-defined,  said  Cook. 

Student  and  faculty  feelings  are  mixed  on  the 
issue. 

“I  think  something  should  be  set  up  where  who¬ 
ever  is  using  college  funds  should  be  monitored  and 
shouldn’t  have  such  free  use  of  funds,”  said  Jennifer 
Powers,  a  freshman  from  Orem  at  UVCC. 

“It  reflects  a  bad  image  of  the  school ...  if  our  own 
president  can’t  use  funds  appropriately,  it  just 
gives  a  tacky  image  and  has  probably  hurt  the 
school’s  reputation,”  Powers  said. 

Wayne  Erickson,  an  instructor  at  UVCC,  said, 
“Show  me  a  person  who  hasn’t  used  their  business 
or  educational  phone  for  a  personal  call  at  least 
once.  To  bring  that  issue  up  is  just  ridiculous.” 

“That  $60,000  spent  for  the  conference  room  was 
seed  money.  Colleges  like  this  cannot  exist  without 
fund  raising.  President  Higbee  may  have  put 
$60,000  into  the  room,  but  he  may  get  millions  back 
from  donors,”  said  Erickson. 

“President  Higbee  is  a  man  of  vision,  he  knows 
what  he  wants  and  he’s  going  after  it.  Whenever 


you’re  like  that,  you  step  on  people’s  toes,  and  now 
they’re  trying  to  step  back,”  he  said. 

In  the  past  few  years,  there  have  been  budget 
cuts  and  people  have  had  to  be  let  go,  Cook  said. 
Nevertheless,  the  axe  has  to  fall  because  there  is 
not  enough  money.  There  were  two  programs  cut 
from  UVCC  this  year  —  the  dental  assisting  and 
heavy  equipment  programs,  Cook  said. 

Whenever  a  whole  program  is  cut,  some  families 
and  their  livelihoods  are  wiped  out.  “That’s  a  heavy 
decision  to  make  and  you  make  some  enemies  along 
the  way,”  he  said. 

“Whoever  sits  in  the  president’s  office  is  always 
going  to  have  somebody  after  him,”  Cook  said. 

As  an  example  of  this,  Val  Peterson,  director  of 
college  affairs  at  UVCC,  cited  an  Associated  Press 
article  dated  June  7, 1987.  The  article  said  a  former 
Utah  Technical  College  teacher  filed  a  $4  million 
federal  lawsuit  alleging  he  was  fired  because  edito¬ 
rials  he  wrote  for  the  school  paper  charged  school 
administrators  with  misuse  of  public  funds. 

“President  Higbee  is  very  moral,  honest  and  am¬ 
bitious  for  this  school  and  he  is  ready,  willing  and 
able  to  pay  (back)  whatever  they  determine,  if  he 
has  taken  advantage  of  it,”  said  Cook. 

A  full  report  disclosing  the  findings  of  the  investi¬ 
gation  will  be  made  public  Oct.  23  at  the  Board  of 
Regents  meeting  in  Salt  Lake  City,  said  Varela. 


New  prog  ram  created  to  aid  inventions

BYU  and  the  University  of  Utah 
are  joining  forces  to  create  a  com¬ 
puter  program  that  will  speed  up  the 
legal  process  involved  in  transferring 
ideas  and  inventions  from  federal  re¬ 
search  labs  to  the  public  sector. 

The  technology  transfer  depart¬ 
ments  of  both  schools  are  calling 
themselves  Utah  Consortium. 

The  project  is  being  funded 
through  a  grant  from  the  federal  gov¬ 
ernment. 

The  legal  process,  called  technol¬ 
ogy  transfer,  is  extremely  time-con¬ 
suming  and  costs  an  average  of 
$10,000  to  accomplish  each  time  a 
technology  is  moved  from  a  federal 
laboratory,  university  or  company, 
said  Lee  R.  Phillips,  the  associate  di¬ 
rector  of  BYU’s  Research  Adminis¬ 
tration. 

Besides  benefiting  federal  labora¬ 
tories,  the  program  will  be  valuable 
for  the  University  of  Utah,  BYU  and 
other  universities  and  companies  in 
their  own  transferring  of  inventions 
to  the  public. 

“When  a  professor  or  staff  member 
creates  an  idea  or  invention  that  has 
economic  value,  it  has  to  be  trans¬ 
ferred  from  BYU  to  the  public  sector 
to  be  commercialized,”  said  Phillips. 

The  computer  program  being  de¬ 
veloped  for  technology  transfer  will 
speed  up  the  process  considerably. 

Max  E.  Raisor,  the  associate  dean 
of  the  College  of  Engineering  and 
Technology,  is  one  of  the  many  fac¬ 
ulty  members  who  has  had  an  inven¬ 
tion  transferred  to  the  public.  He  said 
the  technology  transfer  computer 
program  will  indeed  speed  up  the  pro¬ 


cess  but  the  “people”  aspect  of  the 
technology  transfers  the  most  im¬ 
portant.  Without  the  people,  the 
transferring  wouldn’t  get  done. 

“The  more  than  400  federal  re¬ 
search  laboratories  that  this  program 
is  initially  being  developed  for  spend 
up  to  $50  billion  a  year  in  the  research 
of  agriculture,  space,  mining,  defense 
and  other  fields,”  said  Norman 
Brown,  director  of  technology  trans¬ 
fer  at  the  University  of  Utah. 

“Of  the  $50  billion,  $10  billion  is 
used  for  the  research  technology  that 
can  be  transferred  to  the  public  sec¬ 
tor,”  said  Brown. 

The  technology  transfer  of  inven¬ 
tions  from  federal  laboratories  to  the 
public  has  not  always  been  possible. 
The  government  has  just  passed  laws 
allowing  the  public  to  receive  these 
new  governmental  technologies,  said 
Phillips. 

Approximately  one  year  ago,  BYU 
realized  the  income  potential  from 
technology  transfer  activities  and 
made  a  commitment  to  the  transfer 
process  when  Phillips  was  hired. 

“Prior  to  the  creation  of  my  office 
and  implementation  of  the  policies  we 
have  been  developing,  there  was  no 
systematic  method  to  allow  a  profes¬ 
sor,  staff  member  or  student  to  see 
his  or  her  idea  or  invention  develop  off 
campus  and  still  remain  at  BYU  as  an 
active  member  of  the  university  com¬ 
munity,”  said  Phillips. 

Without  such  a  systematic  method 
of  moving  technology  to  the  public 
sector,  many  outstanding  ideas  that 
would  have  had  economic  value  to 
BYU  literally  “walked”  off  campus. 

If  BYU  had  actively  been  protect¬ 
ing  its  ideas  and  inventions  over  the 
past  decade,  it  is  conceivable  that 


BYU  would  now  be  receiving  millions 
of  dollars  a  year  from  royalty  pay¬ 
ments,  said  Phillips. 

He  said  that  three  or  four  new  in¬ 
ventions  are  disclosed  each  week  to 
the  Research  Administration  Office 
by  faculty,  staff  and  students  at 
BYU. 

“Since  establishing  the  office,  we 
have  been  overwhelmed  with  work, 
and  more  and  more  of  the  creative 
people  on  campus  are  becoming 
aware  of  our  services  and  the  advan¬ 
tages  of  working  through  the  office,” 
said  Phillips. 

Last  year  BYU  made  $210,000  in 
the  royalties  from  the  inventions  and 
ideas  that  had  been  introduced  to  the 
public. 

“Stanford  University  in  California 
has  been  active  in  technology  transfer 
for  decades  and  made  approximately 
$600, 000  in  royalties  last  year,” 
Phillips  said. 

“Stanford  has  maybe  $1  billion 
a  year  in  funded  research  and  has 
nine  attorneys  for  BYU’s  one  attor¬ 
ney  in  the  area  of  technology  trans¬ 
fer.” 

When  looking  at  about  $11  million 
in  funded  research  at  BYU 
last  year,  it  appears  BYU  is  already 
successful  in  technology  transfer  ac¬ 
tivities,  Phillips  said. 

Besides  the  economic  benefit  re¬ 
ceived  by  BYU  in  technology  trans¬ 
fer,  inventive  professors,  staff  and 
students  have  the  opportunity  to  re¬ 
ceive  generous  profit  shares  from  in¬ 
come  received  by  BYU  as  a  result  of 
their  work. 

“On  computer  software  royalties 
received  by  BYU,  the  authors  will 
receive  up  to  45  percent  of  those  roy¬ 
alties,”  said  Phillips. 


Raisor  said  these  royalty  payments 
received  by  the  inventor  from  the  uni¬ 
versity  “is  extremely  generous  of  the 
university  —  it’s  a  gesture  of  good 
faith.” 

This  technology  transfer  computer 
program  is  the  first  of  its  kind  and 
“the  federal  government  is  tickled 
pink  with  the  proposal,”  Phillips  said.

Leaders  to  speak 


Costa  Rican  president  wins  Nobel  Prize 


OSLO,  Norway  (AP)  —  President  Oscar  Arias  of  Costa  Rica  won  the  Nobel 
Peace  Prize  on  Tuesday  for  a  Central  American  peace  plan  that  he  fashioned 
and  persuaded  the  region’s  other  leaders  to  adopt. 

The  selection  of  Arias  was  unusual  because  the  choice  was  based  at  least 
partially  on  accomplishments  after  nominations  closed  Feb.  1.  There  were  93 
candidates,  including  15  organizations. 

President  Reagan,  who  has  called  the  Arias  plan  “fatally  flawed,”  said 
Tuesday,  “President  Arias  fully  deserves  the  Peace  Prize  for  having  started 
the  Central  American  region  on  the  road  to  peace.” 

The  Norwegian  parliament’s  Nobel  Committee  cited  Arias,  46,  as  “the  main 
architect  of  the  plan  the  five  Central  American  presidents  signed  Aug.  7  and 
now  are  putting  into  effect.” 

The  Central  American  peace  plan  is  intended  to  end  guerrilla  wars  in 
Nicaragua,  El  Salvador  and  Guatemala.  It  requires  cease-fires,  amnesties  and 
measures  bringing  greater  democracy  to  be  arranged  by  Nov.  7,  when  each 
nation  is  to  report  on  its  progress. 

Since  Aug.  7  Nicaragua  has  allowed  the  Roman  Catholic  radio  station  and 
the  only  opposition  newspaper  to  reopen  and  the  governments  facing  insur¬ 
gencies  have  begun  talks  with  their  opponents.  Reagan  administration  offi¬ 
cials  have  criticized  the  Arias  plan,  which  would  require  an  end  to  all  outside 
support  for  rebels,  because  it  does  not  prescribe  penalties  for  non-compliance.

Former  presidential  candidate  dies  at  100 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Alfred  M.  Landon  will  always  be  known  as  a  big 
loser  in  American  politics  and  he  used  to  joke  about  it.  But  in  the  months 
before  the  1936  presidential  election,  Landon  looked  like  a  winner.  Many 
wrote  off  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  as  a  one-term  president. 

Landon  wound  up  carrying  only  two  states  —  Maine  and  Vermont  —  and 
wiseacres  changed  the  old  adage,  “As  Maine  goes,  so  goes  the  nation”  to  “As 
Maine  goes,  so  goes  Vermont.” 

Landon,  who  died  Monday  at  age  100,  learned  over  the  years  to  live  with  his 
historic  loss.  “They  might  have  forgotten  me  if  it  had  been  close,”  he’d  say. 

He  was  the  nation’s  only  Republican  governor  in  1936,  at  the  pit  of  the 
Depression,  and  the  GOP  fell  deeply  in  love  with  him.  He  was  christened  “the 
Kansas  Coolidge,”  after  the  last  unsullied  Republican  winner,  Calvin 
Coolidge. 

America  lacked  scientific  polls  and  computerized  projections  in  those  days. 
Anyone  could  speculate  on  the  outcome  right  until  the  votes  came  in. 


Reagan  says  Bork  vote  won't  end  battle 


WHIPPANY,  N.J.  (AP)  —  A  defiant  President  Reagan  declared  Tuesday 
that  if  Supreme  Court  nominee  Robert  H.  Bork  is  defeated  in  the  Senate,  as 
expected,  he’ll  try  to  find  a  new  nominee  “that  they’ll  object  to  just  as  much.” 

Earlier  in  the  day,  Reagan  accused  Bork  opponents  of  “distortions  and 
innuendoes”  but  dropped  more  harsh  wording  that  had  been  included  in  an 
earlier  version  of  the  speech. 

He  didn’t  even  mention  Bork  in  the  formal  remarks  he  delivered  in  Whip- 
pany  to  the  New  Jersey  Republican  State  Central  Committee. 

However,  after  the  speech  a  woman  called  out,  “We  want  Bork,”  and 
Reagan  rose  to  her  words. 

“You  want  Bork,  too?”  Reagan  asked.  “So  do  I.” 

He  told  the  audience  that  Bork  would  stay  in  the  fight  even  though  “we 
know  the  odds  are  against  him.  What’s  at  issue  here  is  not  one  man  and  what 
happened  to  him.  What’s  at  issue  is  that  we  make  sure  that  the  process  of 
appointing  and  confirming  judges  never  again  is  turned  into  such  a  political 
joke.  And  if  I  have  to  appoint  another  one,  I’ll  try  to  find  one  that  they’ll  object 
to  just  as  much  as  they  did”  to  Bork,  Reagan  said,  to  applause  from  the  crowd. 


Police  kill  Haitian  presidential  candidate 


PORT-AU-PRINCE,  Haiti  (AP)  —  Presidential  candidate  Yves  Volel  was 
shot  and  killed  by  police  Tuesday  as  he  delivered  a  speech  in  front  of  police 
headquarters  in  which  he  demanded  the  release  of  a  prisoner,  witnesses  said. 

Plainclothesmen  shot  several  times  at  Volel,  who  was  struck  once  in  the 
head  and  died  instantly,  Radio  Metropole  reported.  Police  then  cleared  the 
area  of  bystanders  and  reporters.  Photographers’  cameras  were  confiscated. 

Businesses  in  the  area  near  the  National  Palace  shut  and  barred  their  doors 
in  anticipation  of  further  violence. 

Volel,  an  attorney,  was  a  minor  candidate  for  president  but  a  persistent 
critic  of  the  governing  junta  of  Lt.  Gen.  Henri  Namphy.  Volel’s  center-left 
Christian  Democratic  Rally,  formed  last  year,  is  an  offshoot  of  the  larger 
Christian  Democrat  Party  of  Sylvio  Claude. 

Volel  invited  reporters  to  accompany  him  to  the  police  station,  where  he 
demanded  the  release  of  Jean  Raymond  Louis,  who  allegedly  has  been  held 
without  trial  for  the  past  month.

PHASE  and  FAZE:  Phase  is  often  used  incorrectly  in  the  place  of  faze, 
which  means  to  disconcert  or  daunt:  “The  setback  didn’t  seem  to  faze 
them.”  Phase,  as  a  noun,  means  aspect;  a  particular  appearance  or  state,  as 
in  phases  of  the  moon  or  “The  business  was  going  through  a  phase  of  rapid 
expansion.”

“The  consequences  of  raining  your 
credit  history  early  is  detrimental  be¬ 
cause  it  lives  with  you  forever,” 
Nakai  said. 

“Maintain  the  payments,”  said 
Kathy  Peterson,  operations  staff  offi¬ 
cer  at  a  credit  card  company’s  main 
office. 

Nakai  said  there  is  no  magic  num¬ 
ber  of  credit  cards  to  have.  “F or  some 
people  one  card  is  too  many  and  for 


others,  three  is  not 
enough.” 

He  said  the  mere 
temptation  of  hav¬ 
ing  one  card  is 
detrimental  be¬ 
cause  some  people 
are  not  able  to  bud¬ 
get.  The  consumer 
cannot  dictate  when 
the  credit  card  com¬ 
pany  will  bill  them.  This  provides  dif¬ 
ficulty  when  it  comes  to  balancing  the 
monthly  budget. 

“With  more  credit  cards,  there  is  a 
tendency  to  either  lose  them  or  abuse 
the  privilege,”  Nakai  said. 

Caroline  Nielson,  assistant  man¬ 
ager  of  a  local  credit  reporting 
agency,  said,  “Watch  out  so  you  don’t 
get  in  (debt)  too  deep.  Allow  some 
money  for  emergencies.” 


When  applying  for  a  mortgage  on  a 
house,  the  more  delinquent  the  con¬ 
sumer  is  on  his  bills,  the  harder  it  is  to 
get  a  loan,  said  Nielson. 

If  a  bill  is  not  paid  within  30  days,  it 
is  reported  and  goes  on  the  con¬ 
sumer’s  credit  record. 

Credit  bureau  agencies  deal  with 
these  situations  daily.  “Sometimes 
people  are  so  far  in  debt  there  is  no 
getting  out,”  said  Kathy  Baum,  office 
manager  at  a  local  credit  bureau. 

Because  credit  cards  are  so  easy  to 
use,  people  have  a  tendency  to  get 
overextended.  She  said  this  is  be¬ 
cause  consumers  are  not  being  re¬ 
sponsible  and  not  using  self-control. 

“Financial  situations  affect  other 
facets  of  life,”  Baum  said.

President  Benson  also  admon¬ 
ished  them  to  follow  Paul’s  example 
by  abstaining  from  all  appearance  of 
evil  (1  Thessalonians  5:22). 

•  “If  you  are  married,  avoid  being 
alone  with  members  of  the  opposite 
sex  wherever  possible.  Many 
tragedies  of  immorality  begin  when  a 
man  and  woman  are  alone  in  the  of¬

President  Benson  said. 

“At  first  there  may  be  no  intent  or 
even  thought  of  sin,  but  the  circum¬ 
stances  provide  a  fertile  seed  bed  for 
temptation ,  ”  he  said . 

He  said  it  is  better  to  avoid  circum¬ 
stances  from  the  beginning  so  temp¬ 
tation  has  no  chance  for  nourishment. 

•  “For  those  who  are  single  and  dat¬ 
ing  members  of  the  opposite  sex, 
carefully  plan  positive  and  construc¬ 
tive  activities  so  that  you  are  not  left 
to  yourselves  with  nothing  to  do  but 
share  physical  affection,”  said  Presi¬ 
dent  Benson. 

He  told  students  to  fill  their  lives 
with  the  positive  so  that  the  negative 
has  no  chance  to  survive.  He  said 
when  young  people  are  left  to  them¬ 
selves  for  long  periods  of  time,  they 
often  turn  to  necking  and  petting  to 
fill  the  empty  hours. 

Focusing  his  attention  to  students 
who  may  have  already  transgressed. 
President  Benson  said,  “I  realize  that 
there  may  be  some  ...  for  whom  the 
counsel  to  prepare  and  prevent  is  too 
late.  If  this  is  the  case,  there  is  no 
choice  now  but  to  repair  your  lives 
and  repent  of  your  sins.” 

To  help  students  find  the  way  back 
to  moral  purity,  President  Benson 
gave  five  suggestions. 

•  “Flee  immediately  from  any  situa¬ 
tion  you  are  in  that  is  either  causing 
you  to  sin  or  that  may  cause  you  to 


sin.  Flee  from  it  and  get  yourself  out,” 
he  said.  “You  cannot  linger  in  sin  and 
expect  to  have  success  in  repen¬ 
tance.” 

•  “Plead  with  the  Lord  for  the  power 
to  overcome.”  President  Benson  said 
one  of  Satan’s  most  effective  strate¬ 
gies  with  those  he  has  lured  into  sin  is 
to  make  them  feel  unworthy  to  pray. 
“He  will  tell  you  that  Heavenly  Fa¬ 
ther  is  so  displeased  with  you  that  he 
will  never  hear  your  prayers,”  he 
said.  “This  .is  a  lie  and  he  says  it  to 
deceive  us.” 

•  “Let  your  priesthood  leaders  help 
you  resolve  the  transgression  and 
come  back  into  full  fellowship  with  the 
Lord.” 

President  Benson  said  sexual  sins 
require  a  person  to  confess  and  re¬ 
solve  their  sins  with  both  the  Lord 
and  the  Church. 

The  bishops  and  stake  presidents 
have  been  appointed  by  revelation  to 
serve  as  watchmen  over  the  Church, 
he  said. 

“While  the  Lord  can  forgive  sins, 
the  priesthood  leaders  play  a  critical 
role  in  the  process  of  repentance.” 

•  “Drink  from  the  divine  fountain  and 
fill  your  lives  with  positive  sources  of 
power.”  President  Benson  told  stu¬ 
dents  it  is  not  enough  to  empty  their 
lives  of  sin,  but  they  must  also  fill  it 
with  righteousness. 

“There  is  a  power  that  flows  into 
our  lives  when  we  read  and  study  the 
scriptures  on  a  daily  basis  that  cannot 
be  found  in  any  other  way,”  he  said. 
“Daily  prayer  is  another  source  of 
great  power.  ” 

•  “Remember  that  through  proper  re¬ 
pentance,  you  can  become  clean 
again.”  He  said  there  is  an  alternative 
to  the  devastating  effects  of  despair 
that  is  caused  by  immorality.  “For

Strike  failure 


deals  blow 


to  unions 


Add  irony  to  the  list  of  words  that  describes  the  now  22-day  old  NFL 
player’s  strike. 

The  strike,  originally  designed  to  make  life  better  for  the  players, 
has  only  made  life  worse  and  will  definitely  have  an  impact  on  future 
sports  strikes. 

As  of  Tuesday,  the  owners  and  the  players’  union  still  seem  poles 
apart  from  an  agreement. 

Player  representative  Gene  Upshaw  said  Monday  that  the  union 
would  be  willing  to  turn  the  strike  over  to  a  federal  mediator  for  six 
weeks.  If  that  failed,  an  arbitrator  would  be  brought  in  to  reach  an 
agreement.  In  the  event  that  an  arbitrator  is  used,  both  sides  would 
have  to  accept  his  decision. 

Jack  Donlan,  speaking  in  behalf  of  the  NFL  owners,  has  said  that 
the  owners  would  reject  the  proposal.  An  Associated  Press  story 
quotes  Dallas  Cowboy  President  Tex  Schramm  as  saying,  “We’re  not 
going  to  put  the  future  of  the  NFL  in  the  hands  of  an  arbitrator.” 

The  union  has  threatened  to  stay  out  for  the  entire  season  if  the 
owners  reject  the  latest  proposal. 

The  issues  seem  insurmountable.  The  players,  hoping  that  a  strike 
would  eventually  result  in  job  improvements,  have  only  lost  ground  so 
far. 

First,  the  players  have  suffered  financially. 

Honoring  the  picket  line  this  week  will  cost  striking  players  their 

_  fourth  paycheck,  bringing 
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;  this  season’s  loss  to  a  total 
one-fourth  of  their  yearly 
salary.  Considering  that  play¬ 
ers  can  expect  to  play  an  aver¬ 
age  of  less  than  four  years  in 
I  the  league,  one  quarter  of  one 
year’s  salary  is  a  substantial 
loss.  Wednesday  will  be  of  particular  importance  to  the  players  and 
their  pocketbooks. 

If  the  players  decide  to  hold  out  past  Wednesday,  they  could  stand 
to  lose  thousands  of  dollars  in  revenue  that  is  given  to  teams  that  reach 
the  playoffs  and  to  the  teams  that  reach  the  Super  Bowl.  That  money 
will  be  divided  not  only  among  the  regular  players  who  cross  the  picket 
line,  but  among  the  replacement  players  who  played  past  the  fourth 
week. 

The  players  and  the  union  have  failed  in  their  attempts  to  achieve 
unity. 

Since  the  strike  began,  regulars  have  been  crossing  the  picket  line. 
According  to  The  Associated  Press,  there  were  37 defections  last  week 
alone.  The  defectors  include  highly  visible  players  such  as  Tony 
Dorsett  of  the  Dallas  Cowboys  and  Howie  Long  of  the  Los  Angeles 
Raiders.  The  issue  that  has  continually  hindered  progress  in  the. 
negotiations,  player  free  agency,  is  not  seen  by  a  majority  of  players  as 
a  reason  to  strike. 

Fans  of  pro  football  nationwide  have  been  alienated  by  the  player’s 
strike.  The  Oct.  5  issue  of  Sports  Illustrated  quoted  a  Dallas  Times 
Herald  telephone  poll  that  showed  82  percent  of  those  surveyed  sup¬ 
porting  the  NFL  owners.  Fans  will  probably  continue  to  support  the 
owners  if  incidents  of  violence  on  the  picket  line  continue. 

In  Philadelphia,  for  instance,  fans  were  harassed  by  striking  players 
as  well  as  members  of  other  local  Teamsters  unions.  Those  brave 
enough  to  cross  the  picket  line  were  sworn  at,  spit  on  and  some  were 
shoved  to  the  ground. 

While  there  are  no  winners  in  a  labor  strike,  the  owners  have  the 
upper  hand  in  this  dispute. 

The  owners  have  said  from  the  start  that  they  would  not  negotiate 
on  free  agency.  So  far  the  union  has  made  no  progress  on  the  issue. 

The  owners  vowed  to  field  teams  made  up  of  replacement  players. 
The  players  laughed  and  said  no  one  would  even  watch  the  games.  The 
owners  are  winning  this  round,  too.  Monday  Night’s  game  in  Denver 
between  the  Broncos  and  the  Los  Angeles  Raiders,  while  not  a  sell¬ 
out,  attracted  61,230  fans. 

Indeed,  the  owners  seem  willing  to  let  the  players  stay  out  for  the 
entire  season  if  necessary. 

Even  the  replacement  or  “scab”  players  seem  to  have  an  advantage. 
Answering  to  accusations  that  he  is  being  exploited  by  the  owners, 
Dallas  Cowboy  replacement  quarterback  Kevin  Sweeney,  speaking  in 
Sports  Illustrated  said,  “I’ve  never  felt  more  secure.  You  do  your  best 
...  they  can’t  cut  us.  So  what  if  the  strike  ends  and  we  are  gone 
tomorrow.  We  got  a  second  chance. 

“Heck,  last  week  I  was  out  of  work,  watching  ‘Leave  It  to  Beaver’ 
re-runs.  Now  I’m  playing  quarterback  for  the  Cowboys,”  said 
Sweeney. 

Former  BYU  players  Lakei  Heimuli  and  Glen  Kozlowski  have 
benefited  from  the  strike.  Both  have  been  effective  as  replacement 
players  for  the  Chicago  Bears  who  are  undefeated  this  season. 

The  effects  of  the  NFL  walkout  are  being  felt  in  other  sports. 

In  a  story  carried  by  The  Associated  Press,  the  National  Basketball 
Association  said  they  don’t  like  what  they  have  seen  in  the  NFL 
strike.  NBA  commissioner  David  Stern  said  the  owners  are  so  con¬ 
cerned  that  they  want  to  see  labor  negotiations  resumed  with  the 
player’s  union  this  week. 

Even  labor  strikes  outside  of  football  are  taking  the  shape  of  the 
player’s  walkout. 

According  to  The  Associated  Press,  threebus  loads  of  non-union  coal 
mine  workers  in  Sheridan,  Wyo.,  were  hired  Tuesday  to  replace 
striking-union  workers. 

The  second  NFL  strike  in  five  years  has  been  a  catastrophe  for  the 
players.  In  an  effort  to  earn  even  more  money,  the  players  have  only 
lost  it.  They  have  alienated  millions  of  fans  whose  ticket  expenditures 
help  pay  their  salaries.  By  challenging  the  owners,  and  then  being  the 
first  to  make  concessions,  they  have  lost  bargaining  power  and  thus 
damaged  the  credibility  of  all  unions. 

In  what  has  been  a  disastrous  walkout,  players  can  maybe  find 
solace  in  the  fact  that  they  have  started  a  new  precedent:  Giving  those 
willing  to  cross  a  picket  line  an  opportunity  to  work. 
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American  voters  control  government; 
but  national  percentage  is  far  too  low 
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The  recent  Utah  primary  elections  were  a  dismal 
indicator  of  Utah  voters’  attitudes.  In  a  state 
where  citizens  pride  themselves  on  civic  responsi¬ 
bility,  only  9  percent  of  the  registered  voters  in 
Salt  Lake  City  bothered  to  vote,  and  only  21  per¬ 
cent  of  Ogden’s  voters  made  it  to  the  polls. 

The  low  voter  turnout  was  partially  blamed  on 
lack  of  any  controversial  or  big  races.  Perhaps 
voter  apathy  and  plain  laziness  should  shoulder  a 
large  part  of  the  blame.  How  exciting  the  race  is 
should  not  be  a  qualification  of  voter  responsibility. 

The  apathy  of  Utah  American  voters  seems  to 
reek  of  hypocrisy  in  this  birthday  year  of  the  U.S. 
Constitution.  It  seems  contradictory  to  laud  the 
Constitution  which  guarantees  the  right  to  vote  on 
one  hand  and  neglect  to  vote  on  the  other  hand.  If 
actions  speak  louder  than  words,  American  voters 
are  paralyzed  from  the  neck  down.  Their  vocaL 
cords  seem  to  be  their  only  movable  parts. 

It  took  81  years  after  the  birth  of  the  Constitu¬ 
tion,  with  the  passage  of  the  14th  Amendment, 
before  all  males  21  years  or  older  could  vote.  It 
wasn’t  until  1920,  when  the  19th  Amendment  was 


ratified,  that  the  right  to  vote  was  extended  to 
women. 

The  26th  Amendment,  which  gave  18-year-olds 
the  right  to  vote,  wasn’t  passed  until  1971.  It  came 
about  because  young  men  who  were  being  sent  to 
war  felt  that  if  they  were  old  enough  to  fight,  they 
were  old  enough  to  vote.  But  most  young  Ameri¬ 
cans  don’t  seem  to  feel  a  responsibility  to  vote.  In  a 
Census  Bureau  study  released  two  weeks  ago,  only 
26  percent  of  blacks  between  the  ages  of  18  and  24 
voted  in  the  1986  Presidential  elections,  and  22 
percent  of  whites  that  age  voted. 

Older  American  citizens  do  not  seem  to  be  setting 
an  encouraging  example  for  young  Americans  to 
follow.  In  the  same  study,  only  58.7  percent  of  the 
eligible  voters  between  the  ages  of  45  and  64  cast 
ballots,  and  60.9  percent  of  those  over  65  voted. 
Most  democratic,,countries  have  as  high  as  80  per¬ 
cent  voter  turnouts. 

Utah  citizens  and  BYU  students  should  do  more 
than  give  lip-service  to  community  involvement. 
One  of  the  best  ways  to  demonstrate  concern  and 
control  over  community,  state  and  national  issues  is 
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to  vote. 

The  ability  to  vote  carries  an  awesome  powe: 
responsibility.  Grover  Cleveland,  the  22nd 
24th  President  of  the  U.S.,  said,  “Your  vote? 
surely  as  your  chief  magistrate,  exercises  a  p  ii« 
trust.” 

The  right  to  vote  carries  a  duty  that  safegc  jitito 
the  essence  of  freedom.  As  long  as  American 
freely  vote,  they  can  choose  the  destiny  o: 
country. 

But  their  apathy  can  also  influence  the  cour 
destiny.  When  Americans  no  longer  practice 
right  to  vote,  they  are  throwing  away  a  funda 
tal  freedom  and  opening  the  door  to  anarchj 
despotism. 

The  words  of  William  James,  a  famous  19th 
tury  American  philosopher,  are  as  relevant  t :  |i 
as  they  were  when  he  said  them:  “There  is  bui  site 
Unconditional  cotnmandment,  which  is  tha 
should  seek  incessantly,  with  fear  and  tremb  b®ii 
so  to  vote  and  to  act  as  to  bring  about  the 
largest  total  universe  of  good  which  we  can  se'

Murphy  said  he  has  noticed  at  BYU  and  in  the  commu¬ 
nity  that  because  of  the  LDS  belief  that  man  can  strive  to 
become  like  God,  LDS  members  tend  to  praise  and  build 
each  other  up.  He  said  this  develops  “a  tendency  some¬ 
times  toward  arrogance  or  pride.  ” 

In  the  opposite  spectrum,  Murphy  said  Catholics  hum¬ 
ble  themselves  with  a  constant  sense  of  unworthiness,  and 
in  doing  so  sometimes  “have  a  tendency  to  feel  inferior,  or 
go  to  an  extreme,  where  people  become  too  abject,  feel  too 
downtrodden,  become  too  much  in  love  with  suffering.” 

“Sometimes  there’s  not  a  tragic  enough  sense  among  a 
lot  of  young  Mormon  people,”  Murphy  said,  and  there 
needs  to  be  a  happy  balance. 

He  is  concerned  with  the  extreme  conservatism  at 
BYU.  He  said  he  feels  “certain  ways  of  looking  at  the 
world  or  at  political  realities  are  never  questioned;  it’s  just 
all  one  way.”  When  there  are  only  about  50  students  who 
demonstrate  against  Contra  aid,  such  limited  views  are 
against  the  Constitution,  he  added. 

“Within  the  law  you  should  speak  your  mind  and  try  to 
be  more  tolerant  of  other  views.  Not  only  religious  views, 
but  political  views,  too.”  Murphy  made  reference  to  the 
student  body  as  being  “overwhelmingly  cast  in  a  certain 
direction  —  I  don’t  think  that’s  good,”  he  continued. 

He  added  that  some  of  the  letters  to  the  editor  in  The 
Daily  Universe  frighten  him.  “I  mean,  some  of  them  are 
serious.  I’m  trying  to  hope  they’re  not,”  he  said. 

According  to  Murphy,  as  an  English  professor  he  is 
concerned  with  the  importance  of  moral  and  religious 
aspects  in  understanding  literature.  He  added  that  de¬ 
spite  problems  he  has  come  across  in  LDS  views,  BYU  is  a 
place  where  these  areas  can  be  more  deeply  explored  to 
gain  greater  insight  to  the  literature. 

He  said  he  thinks  this  is  possible  because  of  the  ability  at 
BYU  to  become  involved  with  spiritual  truth  and  the 
nature  of  God.

“In  the  past  we  have  had  problems 
impressing  on  students  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  doing  audits  and  how  to  deal 
effectively  with  office  communica¬ 
tions  in  companies  where  audits  are 
being  performed.  The  video  case 
study  makes  these  points  clear. 

“I’m  excited  about  the  opportunity 
to  accomplish  things  we’ve  never 
been  able  to  do  before  in  an  audit 
class.  I  wish  we  had  it  30  years  ago 
when  I  first  taught  auditing,”  Smith 
said. 

Coopers  and  Lybrand  started  on 
the  “Excellence  in  Audit  Education” 
program  in  January  1986  and  the  ma¬ 
terials  were  finished  in  May  1987, 
Smith  said. 

Smith  was  part  of  a  seven,  member 
advisory  group  which  outlined  the 
program.  ,.m. 

“Excellence  in  Audit  Education” 
was  set  up  by  Coopers  and  Lybrand 
to  improve  the  education  of  students 
entering  the  business  world,  said 
Richard  Goode,  managing  partner  of 
the  Salt  Lake  City  office  of  Coopers 
and  Lybrand.  The  program  is  a  $1.5 


million  foundation  to  enhance  ac¬ 
counting  and  business  studies  in  ma¬ 
jor  education  centers. 

Thirty  leading  educators  have  al¬ 
ready  received  the  materials,  and 
several  hundred  will  ultimately  have 
the  program.  The  program  includes  a 
$5,000  grant  allowing  each  professor 
to  attend  a  symposium  on  integrating 
the  program  into  an  audit  curriculum, 
Goode  said.

While  witches,  goblins  and  ghouls 
may  be  the  traditional  founders  of 
fright  during  the  Halloween  season, 
the  BYU  theater  department  plans 
on  bringing  its  own  form  of  fright  to 
the  Pardoe  stage  in  “Wait  Until 
Dark,”  beginning  Thursday,  Oct.  15 
at  7:30  p.m. 

“Everyone  needs  a  little  scare  now 
and  then,  and  ‘Wait  Until  Dark’  is 
guaranteed  to  give  some  good  chills,” 


said  Jean  R.  Jenkins,  an  associate 
professor  of  drama  at  BYU  and  the 
director  of  the  thriller. 

Performances  will  continue  Tues¬ 
days  through  Saturdays,  with  the  fi¬ 
nal  performance  on  Halloween  night. 
There  will  also  be  a  matinee  on  Mon¬ 
day,  Oct.  26  at  4  p.m. 

According  to  Jenkins,  the  suspense 
of  the  play  doesn’t  come  from  the  un¬ 
expected,  but  rather  from  knowing 
from  the  onset  what  is  going  to  hap¬ 
pen  and  then  watching  it  happen. 

“The  play  is  not  a  ‘who  done  it’  but 


more  on  the  order  of  an  Alfred  Hitch¬ 
cock  thriller.  We  almost  know  from 
the  beginning  what  is  going  to  hap¬ 
pen.  But  there’s  a  twist  to  it,”  Jenkins 
said.  “I  think  we’re  going  to  have  peo¬ 
ple  climbing  the  walls.” 

She  described  “Wait  Until  Dark”  as 
the  story  of  a  woman,  blind  from  a  car 
accident,  who  is  terrorized  by  a  group 
of  three  “sinisters.” 

“The  story  is  about  the  indomitabil- 
ity  of  the  human  spirit,”  said  Jenkins. 
“The  girl  is  feeble  and  vulnerable  be¬ 
cause  of  her  handicap,  but  she  is  also  a 


strong  woman  who  realizes  her  inner 
strengths  and  uses  her  other  senses 
to  fight  for  victory.” 

Janice  Power,  a  theater  major  from 
El  Paso,  Texas,  will  portray  Susy,  the 
blind  woman. 

Power  said  she  got  ready  for  the 
role  by  wearing  dark  glasses  in  dimly 
lit  rooms  and  also  by  using  a  cane  and 
walking  streets  with  her  eyes  closed. 

Jenkins  said  that  Powers’  audition 
card  caught  her  attention.  On  it  she 
wrote,  “I  am  blind,”  (referring  the  the 
fact  that  she  wears  glasses.) 

Another  actress,  Corinne  Nelson, 
will  play  Gloria,  the  “obnoxious”  little 
girl  who  lives  upstairs. 

“Gloria  ia  an  obnoxious  child  with  a 
very  unhappy  home  life,  yet  when 
she’s  given  a  little  love  and  responsi¬ 
bility,  she  shows  she  can  really  be  a 
good  kid,”  Jenkins  said. 

“In  casting  Corinne  as  the  child, 
I’ve  found  an  exceptionally  talented 
youngster.  I  have  not  needed  to  give 
her  any  direction.  She  is  a  natural,” 
said  Jenkins. 

Other  members  of  the  cast  include 
Tony  Whitaker,  Robert  Cornilles, 
Roger  Benington  and  Joe  Hullinger. 

“The  delight  of  the  story  is  that  this 
fragile,  blind  woman  and  this  small 
child  win  over  three  sighted,  armed 
men,”  said  Jenkins. 

“Wait  Until  Dark”  was  selected  to 
represent  the  mystery  genre  as  BYU 
theater  continues  to  honor  American 
playwrights  during  their  season. 
Fredrick  Knott  wrote  the  script 
which  was  later  made  into  a  film. 
Knott  also  wrote  the  Hitchcock 
screen  play  “Dial  M  for  Murder.” 

“I  think  it’s  the  best  of  the  genre,” 
said  Jenkins. 

The  set  design  was  done  by  Charles 
Henson  and  Gary  Benson  and  repre¬ 
sents  the  many  ups  and  downs  of  the 
play,  according  to  Jenkins.  “It  brings 
suspense  to  the  production  because  it 
is  quite  dark  and  adds  to  the  confine¬ 
ment  of  the  situation.” 

Costuming  was  done  by  Dixie  Crys¬ 
tal  and  Wendy  Mabee  worked  as  the 
assistant  director/stage  manager.

Learning  music  in  a  group  is  impor¬ 
tant  because  it  allows  the  child  to  ob¬ 
serve  other  children  playing,  said  An¬ 
derson.  He  added  that  the  student 
will  gain  confidence  from  observing 
and  learning  in  a  group. 

The  lessons  are  taught  in  the  elec¬ 
tronic  lab  of  the  Harris  Fine  Arts 
Center  by  students  in  the  pedagogy 


program  for  the  teaching  experience, 
he  said. 

Each  student  wears  earphones  con¬ 
nected  to  an  electronic  piano  which 
enable  the  teacher  to  hear  one  stu¬ 
dent  at  a  time,  all  of  them  together,  or 
only  certain  students  working  in 
smaller  groups.  “Students  especially 
like  (electronic  pianos)  because  it’s 
similar  to  what  you  hear  in  record¬ 
ings,”  said  Anderson. 

The  pianos  are  interfaced  with  syn¬ 
thesizers  and  recordings  so  when  stu¬ 
dents  play  duets  they  can  be  accompa¬ 
nied  by  an  orchestra,  jazz  ensemble  or 
drums. 

Anderson  and  Nibley  began  to 
write  part  of  the  program  10  years 
ago,  he  said.  This  summer  they  pub¬ 
lished  a  revised  version  of  six  books 
tested  by  piano  teachers.

Kaufusi  is  fulfilling  goals

A  list  of  goals  scribbled  on  a  piece  of 
paper  during  a  ninth  grade  class  is  the 
reason  this  year’s  starting  defensive 
tackle  is  playing  football  for  BYU. 

When  Steve  Kaufusi  played  for 
Dixie  College  in  St.  George,  Utah, 
various  recruiters  approached  him 
with  scholarships  after  the  1984  sea¬ 
son.  Kaufusi  was  deciding  between 
the  University  of  Kansas  and  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Hawaii  when  BYU  finally 
offered  him  a  scholarship.  According 
to  Kaufusi,  he  readily  accepted 
B  YU’s  offer  and  then  explained  to  the 
other  schools  his  unexpected  decision 
was  because  he  had  set  a  goal  in  high 
school  to  play  football  for  BYU. 

Kaufusi  was  born  in  a  palm-leaf  hut 
Nov.  17,  1963,  in  Tonga.  While  grow¬ 
ing  up  he  learned  to  climb  coconut 
trees  to  cut  down  the  coconuts.  Also 
as  a  small  boy  he  walked  more  than  a 
mile  to  school  daily  in  his  thongs  and 


his  lava  lava  —  a  Hawaiian  cloth 
draped  around  the  waist. 

While  Kaufusi  was  still  young,  his 
father  moved  to  Salt  Lake  City  to 
work.  He  saved  enough  money  to 
bring  the  rest  of  the  family  to  Utah. 

It  was  in  high  school  in  Salt  Lake 
City  that  he  made  up  his  list  of  goals. 
Among  the  other  goals  were  to  gradu¬ 
ate  from  high  school,  fullfill  a  mission 
for  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Lat¬ 
ter-day  Saints  and  to  graduate  from 
college  and  become  a  police  officer. 

Kaufusi  served  his  mission  in  his 
native  home,  Tonga.  He  loved  going 
back  and  enjoyed  the  relaxed  ways  of 
the  Tongan  people. 

He  left  on  his  mission  weighing  220 
pounds  and  came  back  at  260.  He  at¬ 
tributes  this  to  the  warm  hospitality 
of  the  Tongan  people  and  also  to  the 
fact  that  Polynesian  food  happens  to 
be  his  favorite.  Kaufusi  said  his  favor¬ 
ite  dish  is  called  Lusipi,  lamb  meat 
wrapped  in  a  Taro  leaf. 

When  Kaufusi  returned  home,  he 


learned  how  to  concentrate  better  on 
school.  After  completing  his  second 
year  of  football  at  Dixie  College  in 
1984,  he  transferee!  to  BYU. 

Kaufusi,  who  red-shirted  his  first 
year,  decided  to  play  linebacker  for 
the  1986  season  rather  than  play  be¬ 
hind  Jason  Buck  and  Shawn  Knight 
on  the  defensive  line. 

This  season  Kaufusi  switched  back 
to  defensive  tackle  after  a  rigorous 
summer  of  gaining  enough  weight  to 
play  on  the  line. 

Kaufusi  said  he  looks  forward  to 
playing  against  a  relative  of  his  in  the 
University  of  Utah  game.  His  uncle, 
Pasa  Tukuafu,  plays  for  the  Utes  and 
grew  up  with  Kaufusi  and  his  other 
seven  brothers  and  sisters.  Steve  is 
the  oldest  and  will  be  the  first  to  grad¬ 
uate  from  college 

Kaufusi  attributes  the  aggressive 
play  of  the  Polynesians  to  the  way 
they  are  brought  up.  “The  parents  are 
very  strict  and  only  tell  you  to  do 
something  once  —  then  that’s  when 
you  have  to  answer  to  your  dad.”  said 
Kaufusi. 

Defensive  line  coach  Tom  Ramage 
said,  “Steve  has  great  quickness 
against  the  run  and  with  his  height  is 
very  good  against  the  pass.  He’s  come 
a  long  way  in  the  three  years  he’s 
been  here.  He’s  an  unselfish  player 
and  is  well-liked  and  respected  by  the 
coaches  and  players  alike.” 

Noseguard  David  Futrell  also  com¬ 
mented  on  how  rare  it  is  to  find  some¬ 
one  that  is  as  big  as  Kaufusi  who  is 
still  as  fast  and  mobile  as  he  is. 

Kaufusi  said  he  is  still  not  satisfied 
with  his  play,  though.  He  said,  “I 
need  to  work  on  technique  and  read¬ 
ing  my  man.  I  probably  concentrate 
too  much  on  this  during  the  game  in¬ 
stead  of  just  doing  it.” 

Kaufusi  is  majoring  in  recreation 
administration  and  law  enforcement 
and  is  three  semesters  away  from 
graduating. 

Acording  to  Kaufusi,  he  has  al¬ 
ready  decided  on  residing  in  Utah 
when  he  finishes  college.  “I  want  to 
raise  my  family  in  Utah  where  there 
will  be  a  good  environment  for  my 
kids,  if  I  have  kids,”  said  Kaufusi. 

Kaufusi  said  he  loves  to  cook  and 
eat.  He  spends  most  of  his  free  time 
with  the  other  Polynesian  players, 
lifting  weights,  going  to  movies  and 
on  some  weekends  treating  them  to 
an  authentic  Polynesian  meal  at  his 
parent’s  house  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

Kaufusi  said  he  doesn’t  have  much 
time  for  a  personal  life  during  football 
season.  His  schedule  includes  getting 
up  about  7  a.m.  to  study,  then  attend¬ 
ing  classes  until  2  p.m.  He  then  goes 
to  football  practice  and  doesn’t  get 
home  until  7:30  p.m.  He  said  hePil 
usually  too  tired  to  do  anything  but 
eat  and  sleep  until  the  next  day  be¬ 
gins.

BYU’s  defensive  back  Kirk  Davis,  who  underwent 
exploratory  surgery  for  Hodgkin’s  disease  on  Monday, 
received  the  test  results  back  Tuesday  and  the  doctors 
said  Davis’  prognosis  looks  favorable,  according  to  Coach 
LaVell  Edwards. 

The  cancer  has  been  localized  to  the  upper  part  of  his 
body  and  the  doctors  feel  that  the  chances  of  arresting 
the  disease  are  excellent,  said  Edwards. 

Davis  is  expected  to  return  home  on  Friday  or  Satur¬ 
day  of  this  week  and  he  will  begin  radiation  treatments  in 
the  near  future,  which  will  last  five  weeks,  said  Ed¬ 
wards. 

Davis  will  miss  the  balance  of  this  season  but  “Kirk  has 
every  intention  of  coming  back  next  year  —  his  senior 
year  —  to  complete  his  playing  career,”  said  Edwards.

Head  Start  program 
to  get  extra  funding 

OGDEN  (AP)  —  The  national  di¬ 
rector  of  Head  Start  said  local  pro¬ 
grams  in  Ogden  and  other  cities  will 
receive  more  federal  money  in  the 
near  future. 

Dodie  Livingston,  U.S.  Commis¬ 
sioner  for  Children,  Youth  and 
Families  for  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Human  Services,  said 
Head  Start  enjoys  a  unique  position 
because  the  Reagan  administration  is 
trying  to  provide  more  money. 

“At  a  time  when  domestic  pro¬ 
grams  are  being  cut  back  to  balance 
the  federal  budget,  the  Reagan  ad¬ 
ministration  has  asked  for  an  addi¬ 
tional  $20  million  for  the  Head  Start’s 
budget  of  $1.1  million,”  she  said  dur¬ 
ing  a  visit  to  Ogden  Monday. 

“Congress  has  been  talking  any¬ 
where  up  to  $125  million,”  she  said, 
“and  if  we  get  a  major  increase,  we 
will  do  a  major  expansion.” 

Livingston  said  Head  Start  has 
been  getting  good  support  even  from 
conservative  agencies  such  as  the 
Council  for  Economic  Development. 
That  agency,  she  said,  has  recom¬ 
mended  that  Head  Start  be  funded  to 
be  able  to  take  care  of  100  percent  of 
the  children  who  are  eligible  for  it. 
That  would  mean  a  five-times  in¬ 
crease,  she  said. 

“Head  Start  is  enjoying  a  really  fine 
image,”  she  said.
